Girl about Thirteen years of age, which was ber Apprenfice,, .cthe manner of the 
Murder being thus ; She being by Trade a Coat-maket , having ſct the Girl 
upon.A Piece of Work, ſhe had not done it (o well as ſhe required y, whereupon,fhe 
beat her grievouſly, the. which not ſufkciog her cruel rage, ſhe went and got a bun- 
die of rods, (and a man to hold her) with which, after ſhe had bound her , ſhe 
whiped her ſo unmercifully, that the blood ran down like rain 3 yet could fhe not 
be perſwaded to detilt \, fill the Girl fainted away with crying ; and of her un- 
merciful uſage in a ſhort time dyed. Upon her Tryal ſhe pleaded little in her own 
defence, onely ſaying, that ſht did not think to kill hexr., So that it being proved 
that ſhe had been a cruel Woman by all her Neighbours , ſhe was found guilty of 
wilful Murther, | e 

Katherine Neale was Tryed for ſtealing about Twenty yards of Perſian Silk but

a competent Portion. Both the Marriages were proved againſt him 


by ſeveral perſons, the former by the man that gave him in Marriage, - 


= by ſeveral others, the latter by the Woman herſelf, who appea- 
red in Court, the former nor appearing, but upon proof {he was a- 
live, he was Convicted of the F clony. 

John Bully, a Popiſh Prieſt, was brought to the Barr, and his 
Indi&ment read. To which he pleaded he had been Tried tor the 
ſame Fact at Lancaſter, in Auguſt laſt , and that he ought not to be 
Tryed twice for the ſame. Bur in that the Opinion of the Coure 
over-ruled him, intimating , that this Indidtment being latd tor his 
being a Prieſt , in OdGober laſt, he might fince the former have 
taken Orders from the Sec of Rowe. Whereupon he had dir tion 
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to pet Council, and put in his Plea, and Time allowed him for 


that purpoſe 3 but when he was brought to the Bar again, he made 
a long Apology, alleadged as before : So that at his humble Re- 
queſt, the Court thought fit to continue him untried till next 
Seſſions. |
